That sitting had 
not coucludc-d at inidniglit on Thursday. 
The liotise had then been in continuous 
session for ;i3 hours. The al 1 night sit- 
ting was not markcil by -diy striking in- 
cident. The Frencli uiciiibcra took 
lloor at 4 o'clock and kept it until II. 
In the early hours of the morning Com- 
modore Welsh convulsed the boys in the 
gallery by going round and tickling tlio 
sleepy members. Mr.l{ninean,of jliclie- 
lieii, who sjioke for four ho-jre, literally 
sat on the lloor. lie missed Jiia chair 
and came down with a crash. A note- 
worthy speech was that of Mr. Angers, 
the new Grit member for Charlevoix. 
He talked againstj the bill and then an- 
nounced his intention of voting /tfr it. 

The debate progressed until the nfter- 
no<;n when Sir Donald Smitli took the 
lloor. Cireat interest was manifested in 
Ilia speecli. lie explained how their 
educational rights had been fully guar- 
anteed the Catholic settlers of the lied 
Hiver district. lie then epoke of ttie 
recent mission to \\'inni])eg which lit; 
had undcrlaken at the request of tlic 
Governor-General, not on behalf oi the 
Dominion government, lie found on 
the part of Mr. Grceiiwuy ami his follow- 
ers every disposition to treat the minor- 
ity fairly and had great liooes of the 
coaling conference, lie would like to 
see the second reading of the bill jiassed 
unaniiiKiusly. simply to affirm the prin- 
ciple. He did not think the third read- 
ing would bo necessary. 

Mr. Metcalfe, of Kingston, convulsed 
Die House with his remarks. There was 
a first cause for everytbing .and the 
iirst cause of all this trouble was Joo 
Martin.

It was intended that they 
should leave Ottawa for Winnipeg 
to-morrow afternoon. i5nt, as Sir Don- 
ald Smith, who will aL'coin]3any them, 
lias business in Montreal to-m:>riow antl 
bad to leave for that city to-night, the 
ministers may not get away ftntil Mon- 
day. Pending the absence of the dele- 
gates from Ottawa, the remedial bill 
will be proceeded with on every possible 
occasion, it being the governiiient's in- 
tention to utilize all the remaioing time 
at their disposal to pass the measure in- 
to law, in the event of the negotiations 
with Manitoba coming to naught. 

A minister stated to-night that the 
Liberals would not be asked to send a 
reiiresentative from their jiarty to take 
a liand in the negotiations.

Lo.s'Dos, March 20. — Under secretary 
of state for foreign afTairs, Et. Hon. 

(jooriie N. Curzoii, answering a qtiealiou 
in the fdouse of ConimoiiH this after- 
noon, said the decision of the govern- 
ment to send British-Egyptian troops to 
Doiigola had been considerably influ- 
enced by a commuuication from Italy 
relative to the prospects of a Dervish 
attack on Kaasala and the efTect it might 
have upon Egyptian interests. 

The house was occupied for an hour 
to-tlay with various questions put by 
iMr. John Morley, Sir William Ib'rconrt 
and Jlr. John Dillon regarding the 
Egyptian Nile expedition and the un- 
derstanding with Italy in regard to the 
steps taken. 

Mr. Morley, during hia remarks, 
pointed out tlie unfortunate nature of 
the expedition decided upon by the gov- 
ernment, saying it was not only a dero- 
gation of the pledge of Great Britain 
that she would not assume a protector- 
ate over Egypt, but was likely to with- 
draw from that country some of the 
benefits and blessings of British admin- 
istration of its affairs. He added that 
the diversion of the funds of the Caisse 
for the purposes of England would 
necessarily prolong English occupation, 
and by insisting upon remaining 
in Egypt Great Britain admitted 
that Egypt was not strong 
enough to exist by itself. He 
coircluded that the new policy is to itii- 
pose-unon Egypt the duty of governing 
one of the most difficult territories on 
earth, therefore he a.sked the govern- 
ment to furnish the house with full rea- 
sons for the advance, as nothing, in his 
opinion, showed that tlie Egyption fron- 
tier n-as meiiiiced. The government, 
Mr. Morley asserted, was pursuing a 
mad and infatuated policy, and he 
moved a reduction of the vote on ac- 
count of the civil service, which they 
were discussing, by £100. 

Rt. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, Secre- 
tary of Stf.te for the Colonies, reidying 
for the government, contended that all 
llu! opposition arguments were tainted 
with a preconceived determination to 
evacuate Egypt, lie pointeii out the 
benefits resulting to that country from 
Britiali occupancy, saying that nothing 
in recent history was a subject for 
greater pride than the jieaceful revolu- 
tion in Kgy])t. Its tiiiances had been 
restored, its administration strength- 
ened, and its taxes had been enormously 
reduced; irrigation bad been restored, 
and other great benefits had been con- 
ferred upon the country. All the auth- 
orities had agreed that the withdrawal 
of British troo])S would mean thatalL. 
this work was to be undone, and a vast- 
majority of lOiiglisbinen were con- 
vinced that the work of Great 
Britain in I''gypt was not coiii- 
plele and that it would be dis- 
lionorablo to leave Egypt until it was 
cuniplete. (Ireat Hritain, !Mr. Chamber- 
lain insisted, had been loo sanguine in 
the |.iast respecting the time for the ful- 
lillineiit of her pleilges, and it would oc- 
cur to the majority of the house that 
she was determined to maintain her 
troops in Egypt until her work was ac- 
conipllslied and they could be withdrawn 
in ealety. Tlie Under Secretary of State 
lor Foreign Airairs and the First Lord of 
the Treasury, said Mr. Chamberlain, had 
already explained the reasons for the ad- 
vance of the dervishes and the state of 
ferment existing previous to the govern- 
ment's deeisioji. 

Mr. Chauiberlain then revieved the 
history of Khartoum, saying that 
Egypt was now under the jirotection 
of Fhigland, that her ideal policy was the 
recovery of the Soudan and that until it 
was recovered there would be no real 
peace or prosperity. The situation at 
Wady Haifa was bad, but Mr. Chamber- 
lain e-Kphiiiu'd it might have been borne 
for years longer had it not been for the 
defe.it of the Italians. Now, however, 
it was felt that if Kaesala fell the efTect 
would be incalculable upon Egyptian 
interests, and if Italy were again defeated 
many a tribe hitherto alienated from the 
Kalifa would rejoin bis forces and 
he might make a further great ellort to 
(iestroy I'lgyjit and tiic civilization of 
which England was the protector. 
Therefore it was of paramount im])or- 
tance to ICgyiit that Kassala should not 
fall and the advance of the British- 
l''gyptiau troops up the Nile was dictat- 
ed from that consideration. The wise 
policy of Egypt was to tiiiticipate at- 
tack and ]-ireveiit the concentration of 
the (lervisiies, thereby creating a diver- 
sion in favor of Italy. Mr. Chamberlain 
further said that Lord RoBebery Imd 
tauiiteil the government with its isola- 
tion, but the present situation did not 
show that they were isolated. Germany 
supported Great Britain, Austria warm- 
ly approved the advance and Italy 
thanklully accepted it. In regard to 
France and Itussia, the govoniment 
waited. (Ironical o|)position Cheers.)

Cbanihei-lain'H face, and wIkmi he was 
able to conliiiiie be eiiid that it was not 
wise to imticipale what the action of 
France and JiiisHia would be, and there 
was 111) reason to siijipose that they were 
not in accord with thr> other powers.. 
The advance upon .\kia.sheh , Mr. Cham- 
berlain e.>cnlaiiied , miglit iiossibly be ex- 
tended to l)ongola, but it would bo llm-

Tin; court ap[)enrinjr 
to hold tiie view thattbe books liad been 
falsilied, both counsel expressed a difl'er- 
ent opinion. His Lordship, however, 
I was Eot satisfied with the suggestions as 
to how the aaditor, Mr. Pierson, had 
been deceived. Referring to the auditor, 
His Lordship said: "I know as much 
about books as he does, without savin;,' 
much for myself." lie said further "t bat 
ho could not understand wliy the audi- 
tor had not discovered the slate of af- 
fairs. Me would iia\e liked to have 
heard the .-Xuditor-tieneral j;ive his evi- 
dence. If the latter had told liim tliat 
the books bad not iiot been falsilied, he 
would have asked him some "awkward 
questions." In reply to His Lordship's 
i|uesti<)u as to how he had covered up 
the deliiaency prisoner said willi money 
obtained elsewhere. .-Vfter further refer- 
ence to the times of taking the money 
and the deception of the auditor, H is 
Lordship told the prisoner it was not a 
case of yielding to sudden temptalion, 
but of deliberate and long-continued de- 
ception. He pointed outto prisoiu I tlie 
very .serious position lie had placed hi in- 
self in, but dill not think undue severity 
would do a man like hira any ;j:ood. The 
shortest sentence, liowever, he could 
possibly give him was four years in the 
penitentiary.

THE REMEDIAL BILL. 

Contrai'v to tho confulent predictions 
oi the Opposition imd in spite of their 
jieraistent cllbrta to intimidate the sup- 
porters of the Government, the second 
reading of the i-emedial bill Iibb been 
carried Ijy a majority of eighteen. We 
do not loolc upon this as a party triumph, 
for the Manitoba school question is in 
no proper sense a part}' question. It is, 
as we have from the first contended, ii 
question of tlio right interpretation of 
tlie Constitution. Unfortunately for 
the country and, as we believe, in the 
end for himself, the Leader of the Oppo- 
sition insisted upon making it a party 
question, and the great nuijority of I'.is 
Bupjiorters aeted as if they regiir(l"d it 
in that light. They resorted to every 
device known to party politicians to 
secure a majority against tlie remedial 
bill. They have, we rejoice to see, been 
unsuccessful. 

A matter of the interpretation of the 
Constitution should never, in our opin 
ion, l;e made an issue between parties 
This Manitoba seliool question, when 
sifted out, is clearly seen to l)e a (lUcs 
tion of right or wrong, of fairness or un 
f.drness to tlie denominational minority, 
not of one province but of all the prov 
inces. It is not usual to make questions 
of this cliaracter party (juestions. They 
aie questions for the huv autliorities to 
decide, and the ()oliticians should abide 
by their decision. Tho liigliest law auth- 
ority in tlie Empire decided that the 
Manitoba minority liad tlie right to ap- 
peal from the school legislation of the 
province, and it was decided that the 
minority had a grievance; it went 
oven further, for it indicated liow 
that grievance could be re- 
dressed. The politicians of botli 
jiartles, if tliey had been wise, would 
have gladly accepted the decision of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil as an authoritative solution of a very 
difficult and very delicate problem- 
taking: it out of the domain of party poli- 
tics altogether. If they had done tlii.s 
they would luive avoided an acrimonious 
and a dangerous agitation. Jiut the 
hiherals evidently believed tlnitagilalion 
of the Manitoba school question allbrded 
them a chance to attain power and office 
and they consequently refused to accept 
the decision of the Privy Council as 
fimd. They ostentatiously took the 
))art of tlie Manitoba majority, protested 
against interference with provincial 
rights, and raised tlie cry of " Hands oil' 
Manitoba." They, too, forced the 
iighting, and one of the results of 
tlieir tactics is the defeat of yesterday. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that Mr. Lau- 
rier and lys following will now cease 
-contending for what they mu.-it see 
is a false issue. They must know hy 
this time that no right of Manitoba has 
been encroached upon ; tluit provincial 
^rights in general are not endangered by 
the action taken by the government on 
the Manitoba question; and it is to be 
hoped that they will earnestly and sin- 
cerely aid the Government in bringing 
about a ROttleinent (jf the iiuestioii with- 
out the intei i'eience of tlie Federal 
luilliority. 

Impartial and fair-minded observers 
must have seen that the Government 
never willingly took up this Manitoba 
school question. It was forced upon 
them and their reluctance to take action 
with regard to it Vas apparent to every- 
one will) bail eyes to see. It is .«afe to 
say tiiat there lu'ver was a day since the 
question was first mooted that 
the Govern nient would not have 
gladly availed themselves of any 
means of settling the quesiion 
fairly and without further contcntiuri. 
And they are evidently of the same 
mind still. They want tlie diHiciilty 
settled amicably. To ellect this object 
negotiations are again to be opened with, 
the Government of Manitoba, Sir Don- 
ald Smith has patriotically tendered his 
good offices to bring the Governments of 
the Dominion and the Province to a 
better understanding. "What is to hin- 
der Mr, Laurier taking a jKirt in this 
good work? It is said that he has influ- 
ence with the Grcenway Government. 
Why should he not exercise tliat influ- 
ence in the intereata of domestic peace 
and harmony? We are quite sure 
that if he took sucii a course neither his 
personal interests nor those of his party 
would suffer. On the contrary, they 
would be advanced, for ho and bis party 
would bo freed from the reproach of en- 
deavoring to make ])o)iticaI capital out 
of race antipathies and religious dislikes 
and prejudices. 

If the Manitoba school question were 
by mutual consent dropped as a party 
issue, politics in the Dominion would be 
..placed^PR. a spund footing autl would 
httv% B healthy tone. Let what is im- 



properly called religion bo eliminated 
from tho politics of the.Domiuion. This 
can perhaps bo.better done now than at 
any other time, ; The Government and 
the' people of Manitoba finding that in 
keeping up an agitation on the school 
question they would have the sympathy 
and iiSsistancQ of neither the Liberals 
nor biiu Cunseryatives of the otiier parts 
of the Dominion, would soon agree upon 
.a modus rivcyidi under wli ich Protestants 
and Catliolics would in Manitoba live 
side by side in peace and harmony. 

It this is not done, if the religious 
question continues to be the apple of 
discord between parties, it is hard to tell 
where the strife will end. Matters will 
be sure to go from bad to worse and the 
politics of the country will degenerate 
until the whole political field will be oc- 
cupied I)y men who are either hypo- 
crites or fanatics. It is to this end that 
dragging questions of religion and race 
into politics tends. 

INTIMIDATION. 

The Grits who worked so hard and 
who resorted to so many devices to pre- 
vent members of Parliatrient s'oting on 
the Keniedial JJill as their convictions or 
ttieir consciences dictated, must be ut- 
terly disgusted at their want of success. 
The Toronto Globe of the Uth contained 
as bold and as insolent an attem|)t at 
intimidation as perhajis ever ajipeared 
in a Canadian newspaper. The article 
from the hciiding to the very last sen- 
tence is a series of threats and insultinc 
insinuatiuns, iilainiy intended to deter 
members wlio desired to support tho bill 
from voting for its b^econd reading. Here 
is the article in full : 

SIIOllT SHKIFT FOR TRAITORS. 

One of the many objections to the 
passage of tho remedial bill is that this 
House of Commons can in no sense l ie 
held to represent tho Will of tlie [leoiile 
on that subject. Except in the few re- 
cent bye-elections the school question 
was not an issue, ami in Xortb Ontario 
the Government candidate did not sub- 
mit his views to the electors. The result 
is that in no single constituency have 
the ])eoj)le passed a favorable verdict on 
tills legislation. 

It may be argued with some force that 
members who vote in favor of this bill 
take the risk of censure and defeat at 
the approaching elections ii their con- 
stituents disapnrove of their vote. What 
is to be said as to the position of mem- 
bers who have no intention of present- 
ing themselves for' re-election, but are 
applicants for offices in the gift of the 
Government? It is notorious that 
the only possible chance the minis- 
ters have of securing the defeat of 
Mr. Laurier's aniendnient is by tho 
votes of the lueniberH who dare not 
lace their constituents, ami wliose sup- 
port, it is lio]ied, can be bargainetl for, 
bought and sold iiy promises of ollice. 
Even the bench is to be contaniinated by 
the ])resc'iu'e of such traitors to t!ie iieo- 
ple. This i.s jioor strategy. It is a blun- 
der of the Jlinislry, lor how could they 
appease the wrath of electors in any rid- 
ing whose member shall thus desert his j 
post and betrriv his sacred trust? It is | 
a bhinileroii the )3art of the member,! 
for would not |)ublic oiiinion justify and I 
even demand his prompt dismissal from [ 
oUice by any new Government that ' 
might be formed? These men should 
understand that they are watched by 
their constituents and by the whole peo- 
ple of Canada. 

It woald be edifying to know how 
many members were bulldozed by this 
threatening article into voting contrary 
to what was their intention before they 
read it. It is reasonable to suj)- 
pose that the Glol>e's bullying was 
to a certain extent successful, 
for there are a good many timid mem- 
bers in the House of Commons who look 
upon defeat at the polls as a very great 
misfortune. Then, again, the insolence 
of the Grit organ may have caused some 
Conservatives whoso loyalty to their 
party was weak and whose minds had 
not been made up, to determine to vote 
tor the bill, let the consequences to them 
personally be what they may. Bullies 
sometimes find themselves greatly mis- 
taken.

" That the hearty thanks of the board 
be tendered Mrs. I'emberton for her 
generous gift to siipiilement her previous 
substantial donation, which enables the 
board to complete the o|)erating theat re 
so necessary to carry on the work of the 
hospital ; aiid ttiat a copy of this reso- 
lution be forwardeilto .Mrs. Pemberton." 

The re[)ort of the coinniittee, fully ex- 
plaining the jiosition of affairs with re- 
gard to the new hospital department, 
was as follows :

The Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by fit. Eev. Bialiop Oriijge. 

ASSEBSMBKT BILL. 

Mr. Cotton resumed the adjourned 
debate on the eeuond reading of the 
assessment act iimendniunt bill. He 
would like to know why the tiixiition 
Bhould have been increased as proposed 
when the people already liiid it su dil- 
licult to pay the existing taxes — particu- 
larly one wliicli has to be borne by sonie 
of the poorest of the farmers and settlers, 
the mortgage tax. He dealt particularly 
with tiie new assessment on nunes, and 
after criticising the carelessness whicli 
ho held had been shown by the govern- 
ment in bringing in the bill in such a 
crnde shape that it had to be radically 
altered even before it was discussed in 
■the house, asked the Minister of Mines 
for some information as to how it is now 
Bupposed the tax will work out, and 
wna,t,jtwill really yield. The govern- 
ment' are about to set up one kind of 
aBS^bsment for mines and another for all 
other classes of pro|)erty, entirely 
wrong policy ho lield, for he saw no 
reason why the mines could not he 
assessed on tlio eanio basis as other 
property. He thought the plan adopted 
would work a great hnrdsliip to many 
of the mines in tire Kootenay country. 
A mine might thus contribute a large 
amount to the revenue while the own 
ers actually have a largo loss on their 
operations, for the cost of getting out the 
ore, of treatment and transportation 
may bo in excess of the value of the 
ore. He admitted that on the very 
large mines near Kossiand the tax will 
make very little difference, but the case 
will be different with the owners of 
small mines, perhaps only prospects 
really, in the Slocau country. He failed 
to see why there should be the pro 
))Osed difTerence in the treatment of 
hydraulic claims, as compared with the 
Cjuartz, indicated by this |)rovision 
amongst the governnieiit's amendmentH 
to the bill: 

Kvcry owner of a i)luL'er or hydraulic 
mill'. Mliall, at the nul ol' each yi'ar, he en 
titled tu a reriind or reliute of the aiiiount 
of taxes tii;U have been charged iiptin tin 
actual working e.\ peases of Uie iiuiie ilur 
ing the preceding season, as then com 
imted and determined, excluding all cost 
and outlay wliicli may be jiroijerly cliarg 
able to capital account. 

He thought the government had been 
largely led astray by some of the wih 
talk from Kootenay, for notwilhstand 
ing the predicliuns of an output of ten 
or twelve millions during this year the 
actual fact is that the producing; mines 
— the mines which are yielding a prolit 
to their owners, may be counted upon 
one's fingers. It appeared to him, how 
ever, that the government had come 
to the conclusii n that Kootenay is 
a great milch cow that they can milk at 
will to supply their nocessitioa. He re 
ferred to the history of other iniuin^, 
comuuinities, notably Colorado, where 
development luul been going on for 
sevonti^en years before in LSTti that ter 
ritory became a state, yet it was jirovided 
in tlie constitution that, except tiie net 
proceeds and surface iniprovenients, the 
mines should be exempt from taxation 
lor ten years. He thought that 
Kootenay should be protected for some 
years to come. If the government is 
really embarrassed in its finances, as ap- 
pears to be the case, it is a matter of 
very bad policy to jiroceed as ii has 
done, hastily and injudiciously and 
without projjer iiifonnation , to levy 
this special tax on mines. lie wanted 
to know whether all the former taxt's on 
mining property, and mining receipts, 
are to be wiped out by this new imposi- 
fion — whether it takes the place of the 
real and personal projjerty tax. 

Ho.\. Mit. TriiNKii — Yes. 

iMii. Cotton — How about the mines 
that [lay nothing uniler this; will lliey 
be subject to any other tax? 

Hon; Mk. Tuhnkk — That is another 
question. 

Mu. Cotton — Well, a mine like the 
Le Roi, for instance, yielding a profit of 
Bome ^100,000 a year, will there be any 
income tax on that? 
' Hov. Mr. TuiiNEii — i^o, 

Mu, CoTTOX read from the Color- 
ado constitution the section reU'ting to 
taxes on mines, and asked the govern- 
ment's attention to this jioint, which 
was that mines jiroducing annually less 
than $1,000 are exempt from taxation- - 
thus atlbrding [jrolection tosniall mines; 
and others are assessable only at one- 
flfth of the gross outjiut oi jirecuding 
years. In the absence ol a statement as 
to what the government expect to real- 
ize trom their tax, he could not compare 
this with the rate here proposed, but ho 
believed that the net result during the 
jiresent year will be disappointing 
to the government, the taxes which 
the larger mines are now subject to 
having beoU wiped away. In reference 
to!Mr. IveUie's remarks oi yestcilay he 
pointed out that the govermnent cannot 
keep a debtor anil creditor account for 
, each district in tli(! provinci', and it is 
therefore a mistake to set one district 
against another on the giound that in 
some jiardcular yi-.iv one place got more 
from tlu! governnienl than it jiaid in and 
another less. And in the i;ase of Van- 
couver as compared with Kootenay ho 
pointed out that tno peojjleof Vancouver 
pay in numicipal taxation three times 
the whole receipts by the government 
from Kootenay. 

Mit, ( iiiAiiAM was prepared to admit 
that this government are as tliey claim 
a progressive government, Init he held 
that the good they had done had been 
altogether insignificant in comjiari.son 
with the expense they had incurred. To 
increase taxation for developing the re- 
sources of the country is very good, but 
he wanted to know what steps are being 
taken to make the revenue meet the ex- 
penditure. He wanted sonic information 
■ on this point before voting for 
the bill now before the hoi'9<». 
: He agreed that the government were 
quite justified in increasing the tax on 
wild land and on incomes; and it is no 
doubt right, too, that the mines should 
pay their share, but ho could not see 
why coal should escape as stated by the 
Minister of Mines yesterday. 

Mi£. IIiiMK also dis(UiHsed the position 
of the coal mines, holding that the gov- 
ernment should bring ill a bill to make 
the coalmines pay taxes, in place of try- 
ing to luit all the taxes on Kootenay. 
He took exception to the statement of 
Mr. Kellie tliat the mining men are in 
favor of this bill ; for while he did not 
mean to say that they objected to paying 
their share of the taxes tliey protested 
against this bill aB unfair and as making 
the mines pay more than other projierty. 
llo wished to give some figures for the

informutioii of some members who seem 
to think that Kootenay has not produced 
much during the past year. The ore 
taken out in 1895 had been, from Trail 
Creek, 22,i)72 tons ; Slocan 39,309 tons ; 
Ainswortli 43,&14 tons; and Nelson 
3,707 tons; yielding in gold, silver, cop- 
per and lead the very considerable sum 
of ii;4,418,000. On that basis the govern- 
ment would get a veiy consideraole sum 
from Kootenay out of their new tax. To' 
again refer to the favor shown to the 
coal miners iMinpared with those seek- 
ing gold and silver, he wanted to know 
why the latter sliouUl have to pay a free 
miner's license of ^fo before they go to 
work while the coal miners pay noth- 
ing. 

Hon. Cdl. Bakici". rose to correct the 
hon, member and to point out that the 
coal mines do pay a tax of l"o i)er i:ent, 
on their output, 

;\Iu. Hum-: asked liow iiuicli tiiis had 
yiekled since 1SS4, when the act was 
passed. 

Hon. Col. Baker said it had not 
yielded anything, because no new mines 
have yet been uroucht into operation, 
and those worked prior to 1884 were ex- 
empted by the act, which could not ba 
made retroactive. 

Mil. K ITCH i:n wanted to know how it 
is then that tlio bill now under discus 
sion is to apiily to mines for which the 
crown grants were issued before its pas- 
sage. 

Mu. I'^oKsrEi! continued the debate, 
complaining that uiuler the new assess- 
ment bill the taxes of jicople in the 
municipalities are to be increased fifty 
per cent, while the increase with respect 
to those outside of the municiiialitie 
k\\[ bo only twenty-live per cent. He 
feared that tiie proposed tax of one per 
cent, on smelter returns would not give 
as much increase from the mines as 
would have been derived from the or- 
dinary taxation from which they are 
now to be exempted. A year's trial 
would show, however. The government 
should place the ta.x so as to do as little 
harm to the struggling mine owner as 
possible; but the country certainly has 
a right to share in the wealtli being 
taken out of the ground. 

Mk. Adams said that j\lr. Forstcr and 
Mr. .Sword, who advocated that mines 
should be taxed the same as other prop- 
erty, and seemed to fear that the mines 
<lo not [lay enough, evidently had no ex- 
perience in the matter, or they would 
know chat mining is not all proliL. He 
thought tliat since tlie districts are all 
crying out for more expenditure it is 
in'disputable that the taxes should be 
raised. Though some pretty strong 
resoUitiona had been passed in 
liis district resj)ecting the mining 
tax, that was on tlie supposition 
that it was two per cent, on the 
gross oiiti)Ut, ami now that that was 
shown not to be the case he was sure 
that the i)iiblic feeling would be cpiite 
dillerent. As to the mortgage lax 
which had been referred to, he would 
like to see it wiped out altogether. 

Tiie question being put the secoiul 
reading of the bill was agreed to on party 
division of 20 to 11. 

Hon. !Mii. F.ijiciits introduced a bill to 
make valid the '■ Tax by-law IS!) I and 
the tax by-law 181)5 " of the corporation 
of Kaslo. 

The house went into committee on the 
bill to amend the "Sherifl's act" by re- 
jiealing section ;ii>; Mr. Kellie in' the 
chair.

The public debt charges are, it will be 
seen, responsible for an extra auioiiiii 
greater than the total increase in the es- 
timated expenditure ; and while educa- 
tion and road work call for a much 
larger outlay, there are compensating 
savings in the matters of works and 
buililing and of surveys. 

The interest and sinking fund of the 
loan of last year explain the increase un- 
der that heading. 

Civil governiiient salaries have been 
reduced all round, with the excejition oi 
the ministers and deputies, and the low- 
est grade of oflicials whose ])ay was al- 
reatly at the minimum ligure.

The lucsciit 
policy of the government, Mr. Chamber- 
lain insisted, reiiresented the immediate 
needs of Kgypt, and tliey were not going 
to plunge into a policy of adventure. 

Mr. Henry Laboucliere declared that 
Mr. Chamberlain had made a dangerous 
speech and had i<;nored the feeling of 
l''raiice. I'^gypt, he asserted, could not 
L'ovfrn liers(df, and yc^t it was proposed 
that she should govern t'le .Soudan. 

.Mr. Henry M. Stanley, the African 
explorer, Liberal IJ iiionist, made a 
s|ieei ii in sujiport of the government, 
during the course of which he said he 
liopeil the Piritish troops would push on 
to Khartoum. 

Mr. Morley's motion was lost by a vote 
of 288 to 145.

A well attended meeting was hold at the 
Mctchosin school house last night to enable 
Hon. Sir. Pooley and Hon, Jfr. Higgins to 

explain to tlieir constituents their views 011 
the British Pacific railway (piestioii. .Mr. 
V.'. Fisher was elioscn as cluurniaii, iiiul 
hriclly outlining thu object of the meeting, 
called upon the Hon. President of the 
Council. 

Hon. Mr. I'ooley, in opening, staled 
that he had come to Mctchosin with his 
frienU mid coHeugae Hon, Mr, Hig- 
gins to disciiss" ft subject which had oc- 
casioned considerable excitement in Vic- 
toria lately— the British Pacilic railway 
project. At the meeting in the Victoria 
theatre a week ago. the subject has been 
fully discussed, and the remarks ol' tin- 
Premier on llml ()ceasi(;ii were ihf' view .^ nl 
the Cabinet ol' which he (Mr. I'ooley) was 
a member. <liie rea'^011 why llie ijoveni- 
nieiit (lei4iiiei.l the agreement pniposed iiy 
.Mr. Ariiistniug, Mr. Kithet ami tlieir as- 
sociates, was that tliere was no arran^'e- 
lueiU giiaraiiteeiiig tluU llic: railway, if 
luiill to the boiiiulary, of the province, 
would secure a trans-con tiiientul connec- 
tion. Mr. Armstrong had verbally intini- 
uted that two or three roads would be an.Y- 
ious to make that coiiucctiun with tin; Ilrit- 
ishPaclHc, but when he had been asked what 
roads these were, he had mentioned two 
lines at present in linaiicial ilitlicnlties. 
The mere vi'riial statement of Mr. ,\rni- 
slrong, however, the government ilid not 
consider a sullicieiit guarantee to them lor 
the extent of the expiaiditiire the province 
was asked to make. Everyone knew that 
railways did not do Bonielhiiig for 
nothing, and when - the lirilish racitic 
reached the . boundaries and found 
no road there to connect with 
it, the railways iMr. Armstrong meiitioncd 
would be sure to want the goveniment to 
take up a larL'e amount of their bnnd.s for 
tlie purpose of making the ilesired extension 
to connect. If the government had aecepi- 
ed the iiropositioii laid before them they 
would have acted as no busiue.'^s man 
woulil have (loiii.'. 

After explaining the terms iirojxised by 
the lirilish raciOc ilr. i'ooley said thattlie 
prnposeil sinking I'uud of 1 percent, which 
was to n ))ay thesum of $(i,COO,COO at Ihe 
erid of J,') years was not enough — il would 
require 2J; percent, to meet this. When 
asked about this the ])ronioters had replied 
that they would issue bonds on the 
land grant and place 2.') tier cent of these 
with the government. That was all right 
if the bonds were saleable, but there was 110 
chance of saying whether thev were o 
were not. Ifllievwere not sold th.e gov 
ernniciit would have to jiay the sum of 
$240,000 u year for 47 years. The govern- 
ment had" decided that they must hav 
some better guarantee. The company had 
also asked the privilege of taking their 
12,000,0(JO acres ol iaiid uraiit either along 
the railway or in some other part of the 
province. The revenue of the jirovince to 
day was about $S!)0,0(-K), out of which $210, 
OOU odd was from the iJominiun |ier capita 
grunt. Tliii jier ea|iila grant could not be 
cxj)an(leil, so that the only revenue that 
could be expanded was the remaining 
$(i.'>n,000. It would therefore be impossible 
to tak(! out of this an e.Kpeiise of $210,000 a 
year to meet the railway's deniaudyj. The 
country would have to be taxed to death to 
do it, and he would not, ns long as he was 
the representative of the electors orlistpii- 
nialt, ever consent to such a coiirsc. It 
had been staled, too, that the railway 
would penetrate a very line country, one 
that woiilii settle up quicrkly, and that the 
increase of settlement woulclgive the iiddi- 
tioiial revenue reipiired to repay t be outlay . 
This was hardly borne out by ex|ierienee. 
Ihiring the ten "years that the ('. I'. It. had 
been nimiiin,'. and although a number 
of other railways had since bec,n put 
in operation, instead of having an 
enormous ])onulation ns a result,' In ISiXi 
there were only (i.'i.iKXI white people In the 
orovince. He could not anticipate that in 
three years iiion' the population would so 
increase as to be able to [lay llie iiicuiey 
mated ihe governnieut in declining to take 
up the s<'lienie.

It had been said 
that the Premier had promised there would 
he no other loan negotiated for the next 
three years ; yet this promise need not be 
broken, for it would lu all probabilily be 
four years before the government would be 
rccpiired to borrow money to assist the 
lirilish I'acilic. It was clearly the duty of 
the government if they could not acc'ept 
the proiiosilion iireseuled to them, to 
come forward and assist in perfecting 
one that would be acccplable. He had 
notiiiiig to complain of in the general |)ol- 
icv (d' the government, but simply disagreed 
with t hem on t his parlicular and import- 
aiil ip'estioii.
